San (1937) Co. Ltd. Under 
entirely new management the 1037 
Company will, be promoted by a 
syndicate headed by a Mr. Tsol, The 
syndicate has purchnsed part of the. 
Wanchai factory and the machinery 
from the Kin Tye Loong firm.:. 

It will be recalled that the M. Y. 
San Co., Ltd., was at one time among 
Hongkong’s leading manufacturers of 
biscuits and confectionery, When 
it went out of business In 1934, this 
caused a mild sensation and con- 
siderable -hardsiiip to depositors, At 
the time of its closure the M. Y. San 
property, including the factory at 
Wanchai Road, and machinery, were 
mortgaged to the Kin ,Tye Loong 
frm of Nom Pak Hon. The 
mortgage was made some years ogo 
for $250,000, in addition to whieh the 
old M. Y¥. San Co, owed to the Kin 
Tyo Loong interests sums amounting: 
to $60,000. When the concern was 
in IHquidatlon, the Wanchai factory 
property was taken over by the Kin 
Tye Loong.

There has been considerable 7. 
speculation regarding the likely 
attitude of, the British § Labour 
Party on the question. of the de- 
mind by-eertain Powers for 
colonial territories, with a view 
to giving them greater equality 
of economic opportunity. The 
subject, in| all its ramifications, 
has been studied by an advisory 
committee of the National Execu- 
tive of the Labour Party, whose 
whilst not necessarily 
representing the views of the 
Party as-a whole; contains a well- 
reasoned survey of the claims of 
the dissatisfied nations from the 
points of view ‘of prestige, 
strategy and economic well-being, 
together with concrete proposals 
on the matter.

£1,000,000, OF SPECIE 
LOST IN 1780 


New York, Oct. 15. 
The British frigate Hussar, sunk 
in Long Island Sound in 1780 with 
4,800,000 dollars worth of gold and 
silver on bord, long sought By 
treasure hunters, has been, discover- 


wor, ‘Simon Lake, an American 
salvage expert, mide the discovery 
of the submerged hulk by a special 
submarine device he perfected. 


Mr, Lake, who is confident that |. 


the old tales are authentic, started 
the search for the Hussar in 1933. 
After locating the hulk on Septem- 
ber -3, this year, he struck a bargain 
with the United States reasury 
Department, permitting him to keep 
all but ten per cent. of uny specie 
found on board. 

. “Continued soundings,’ he sald, 
“have given us a complete outline 


‘of the ship, with its postition on a 


ledac, the stern higher than the bow, 
just.ns has been deseribed in authen- 
tie documents.”

shots Is evenly balanced. It, will be 
recalled that G. von Cramm = and 
A, K, Quist both saved match-polnts 
in the Inter-zone final: In July by 
nct-cord shats which fell dend. The 
player who employs top spin and hits 
with a low'trajectory naturally brings 
off more net-cord shots than an ex- 
ponent who hits aMat or sliced ball; 
even so the incidence of the net-cord 
shat must be very much Iesa than 
one per cent, of winning shots. In 
the four slngles matches of the Davis 
Cup challenge round, only twelve 
snet-cord shots were recorded which 
ended the rally out of a total of over 
160 points. 


SHOULD ALL SHOTS BE 
REPLAYED? 


The  xecent correspondence in 
The Times on the subject of net-cord 
shots revenls that there {5 a feeling 
in some quarters that all such shots 
should be re-played. Sir Arthur 
Poge stated thot nine out of ten net- 
cord shots score a point for the 
striker—a contention which may be 
doubted—and he suggested no revision 
in the rules.

AN ORIGINAL VIEW 


Mr, J. S. OMIM takes an original 
view-point when he suggests that 
there Is no such thing os luck in lawn 
tennis and that ‘a net-cord’ stroke Is 
a faulty stroke. To-day, he says, 
“luck” is used to’ excuse so much 
inaccuracy that the really nicely 
judgcd stroke is.also suld to be lucky, 
Where will this end? Everything 
must cither be lucky or-unlucky in 
this case. Surely judging distances 
and time and allowing various mare 
gins for crror are part of the game. 
It is not luck, but skill, to take the 
right amount of risk. : 


The net-cord is not an incorrect 
stroke, snys Mr. Olliff, because the. 
player, knowing that should the ball 
strike the top of the.net he has an 
excellent chance of winning the 
point, allows himself. silghtly more 
margin of crror in making his stroke 
than he would {f the ball had to 
carry the net.

London, Oct. 20. 

His Majesty's Government adheres 
to jhe policy of non-intervention | in 
Spain’ as the: only practical alterni- 
tive, declared “Mr, Anthony Eden, 
the Forelgn Seerctary, speaking in 
the House of Commons to-day. The 
other alternative, he sald, would 
mean . confusion, 
crimination and maybe war.” 

Mr. Eden denied the rumours. that 
the French Government had initiated 
the Non-Interventlon Pact under 
strong British pressure. 

“Ye argued that the Non-Interven- 
tion -Agteament had not worked 
entirely against the Spanish Govern- 
ment, urguing that Italy and Gere 
many were in no better position to 
supply arms to the rebels thon were 
Britain, France or Russin to the 
Government. 

The British 
Non-Intervention Committee had in- 
sumMicient evidence ito support the 
Soviet’ charges of _brenches of 
neutrality against Portugal, Mr. 
Eden snid, : : 

The Government would continuc 
to keep in close touch with France. 
“We hope that our decisions will be 
taken ‘together as  *13vo democratic 
Governments in an especially respon- 
atble role," he added. 

The Minister pald a tribute to the 
British Navy, which had evachated 
6,000 refugees from danger points in 
Spain, 2,000 of them British. The 
Navy had received the warmest 
thanks from muny forelyn Govern- 
ments, he reported -—Reuter.

In the elosest touch—they adhered to 
the policy of non-intervention, which 
had the support of the great mass of 
the British people, who deeply de- 
plored the strife and excesses 
Spain but believed that the first duty 
of their Government was to prevent 
the spread of strife beyond the con- 
fines of the unhappy country where 
it raged. 

On rising, the Forelgn Secretary 
first_addrassed himsclf£ to rumour 
about the origin of the non-intervei= 
tion plan, He sald it was sugested 
in some qitarters that the French 
Government declded to initiate non- 
intervention under strong British 
pressure. There was not a ‘word of 
truth In that. The French Govern- 
ment took the initiative on their own 
uccord, and, in doing so, In the view 
of Elis Majesty's Government, they 
rendered material service to Euro- 
pean peace.
